papers edited by colored men in the 
United States; this week’s review 
will bé devoted to thesame _ topic 
and in discussing the Colored Press, 
we desire’ to consider first its 
foilies. There are a number of our 
journals that have no fixed princi- 
ples, which tend to operate against 
the colored pressot this country. 
The reason of that is, since the 
Ewmaucipation of slaves, and while

The Freedman’s Bureau, under 
Genl. O.O. Howard, purchased 
weekly from 4 to 10 thousand copies 
of it, but, because Mr. Douglass did 
not cater to the j-apriciousness of a 
few demagouges, who were at that 
time connected with the institution, 
a couspiracy was instigated and Mr. 
Douglass was deprived of serving 
the Freedmaun’s Bureau. The ex- 
minister to Hayti has been charged 
with playing a conspicious part in 
this conspiracy to overthrow the 
Era. The gentleman, who is en- 
deavoring to play acard in Virgin.
